Lincoln Was in the Case. 


\Vhilo looking up the title to a piece 


if Decatur property Attorney 1. A. 
JJiickinghani came across an interesting 
document. It is a bill in chancery writ- 
ten and signed by Abraham Lincoln anil 
bearing the date of November 10,1830. 


This bill was prepared by Lincoln 


when lie was acting as attorney for the 
heirs of Silas Packard, sr., now living in 
Decatur. The heirs had engaged Lin- 
coln as attorney in a suit to set aside the 
Hale of a piece of property described as 
the east half of lot 1, block 2, in the 
original town of Decatur. . 


This property had been purchased in 


1S:;1 by Silas Packard, sr., of David 
Mauley for the sum of SCO, he paying S10 
down. Mr. Packard died soon after ho 
purchased the property and before an- 
other payment, had been made. His 


idow tinished paying for it with the 


proceeds of her husband's estate. 


Mrs. Packard married again and after- 


wards sold the lot. The heirs of her 
lirst husband brought suit to have the 
sale set aside and Lincoln was engaged 
as their attorney and won the suit. The 
signature to the bill is a peculiar one, it 
being merely "Lincoln for complain- 
ants."

LATEST 
FROM CUBA. 


A Fatal Explosion—Gen. Campos Issues a 


Proclamation and Promises Reforms. 


[From the Staff Correspondent of the United 
Press.] 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, April 19.—An 


accidental explosion in the Grenade 
barracks yesterday killed Juan Cas- 
tilla and wounded seven artillerymen. 
The explosion occurred while the sol- 
diers were cooking their dinner. A 
package of gunpowder or a bomb was 
left too near the fire and was ignited. 


Before sailing for Manzanillo yester- 


day afternoon. Gen. Cainpos issued a 
proclamation to the people of Cuba, 
declaring the enforcement of military 
law and calling on all citizens to show 
their obedience and loyalty. 


A special proclamation was addressed 


to the people of the province of Santi- 
ago de Cuba. It says that the troops 
will be held to the strictest discipline 
and will not disturb peaceful citizens. 
It offers pardon to all insurgents ex- 
cept the leaders. While not threaten- 
ing to punish those who sell or send 
provisions to the insurgents, Gen. Cam- 
pos demands that every citizen shall 
reveal to regular .troops the where- 
abouts of any insurgents as far as he 
may know them. 
He reiterates his well-known opin- 


ions as to the advisability of the re- 
forms recently approved by the Span- 
ish cortes, and promises that the 
changes shall be made as soon as prac- 
ticable.

The Silver Question.. 


The careful observer notes the fact 


that a persevering effort is being made 
to fill the minds of our people with mat- 
ter calculated to breed a sentiment in 
favor of the free coinage of silver at the 
old ratio of 16 grains of silver to one of 
gold, but there are borne things the dis- 
seminators of this free coinage gospel 
do not tell the people which are very 
important and necessary to a correct un- 
derstanding of this question. Here is 
one important thing. 
Git will be borne in mind that the 
free coinage advocate insists that he 
is in favor of bi-metalism, that is 
to say, that he favors both metals 
aa a circulating medium. They also in- 
sist they are in favor of every dollar, 
whether gold or silver, being worth as 
much as every other dollar, Those peo- 
ple who oppose free coinage of silver at 
the old ratio are also in favor of bi-met- 
alism. They also are in favor of every 
dollar being worth as much as every 
other dollar. 


If the matter ended here one might 


incline to the opinion that the whole 
question resolved itself into a distinction 
without a difference. But, unfortu- 
nately, the roads part as soon as the dis- 
cussion begins. The opponent of free 
coinage insists that to attempt free coin- 
age would, in a little while, drive gold 
to a premium, and we would at once be 
forced to a silver or cheap money basis. 
Everybody must admit that such a con- 
dition would be disastrous to the country 
when labor is looking for employment and 
the farmer is seeking a market. In that 
case we would have monometalism. We 
would be ofl a silver basis. On the other 
hand the advocate of free coinage de- 
nies that free coinage would have this 
effect and points to the fact that we are 
now circulating a large amount of silver 
which passes current with gold, worth 
dollar for dollar, and that this ia bimetal- 
ism, and all he wants is more silver, 
which free coinage would give, and in- 
sists that free coinage would advance 
the price of silver and so on. 


These are the two positions briefly 


stated, but the point which the person 
who is now forming his opinion, and 
which is all important in reaching a con 
elusion is not stated, is this: Every dol- 
lar's worth of silver now in circulation, 
has behind it the guarantee of the 
government that it will be redeemed 
dollar for dollar. This guarantee means 
that the final point of redemption is 
gold, which has a fixed intrinsic value 
everywhere in the world, whether in 
bullion or coin or in a mechanical product 
whether it be a watch case or a doorknob. 
Every silver dollar in circulation in 
the United States coined under the 
Bland-Allison act of 1879 or the Sher- 
man act of 1890 has the redemption 
guarantee behind it. 
This guarantee 


feature in silver coinage would of neces- 
sity have to be abandoned the moment 
we undertook free coinage of silver on 
the free coinage man's basis. Silver 
would have to stand upon its own in- 
trinsic value just the same as gold. If 
it did not, then free silver coinage would 
be a farce. If, under free coinage, it 
had to be supported by a gold guaranty, 
it would only be a matter of time until 
the government guaranty would become 
shaky and trouble would begin. The 
intrinsic value of a silver dollar is now 
about 50 cents. It ie worth that in coin 
in a watch case or a door knob. With 
this difference between the intrinsic 
value of a gold dollar and a silver dollar 
to start with, the person who makes up 
his mind that he wants free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver, at the rates of 16 
to 1, if he ie honest with himself, must 
first be satisfied that as soon as our 
mints are open to the free coinage of 
silver, that metal would at once advance 
in intrinsic value until it is abreast with 
gold; that is to say, that 16 grains of 
silver would be worth one grain of gold, 
whether in a coin, a watch case, or a 
door knob, for the very plain reason that 
if this did not prove true we Would have 
a depreciated silver currency that would 
be disastrous to everybody. 


THE St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 
If

Erie, have bottoms hundreds of feet be- 
low the sea level.

interest pending between the United 
States and the Swiss republic. In 188K

States, and Albert His, a citizen of 
Switzerland, married.

they were both domiciled in New York 
city and continued to reside there. 
July 23, 1887, there was born of this 
union a child named Constance Made- 
lino. 


I a the autumn of IS87 Albert His re- 


turned to Switzerland, the wife re> 
maming in New York with her child, 
whom blie supported by her earnings. 


la the autumn of 1889 Mrs. His wax 


•erred at New York with papers in u 
•ait for divorce begun by her husband 
in Switzerland. 
She went to that 


country and succeeded in preventing a 
divorce on the grounds asked, and she 
, lierself, in the same court, secured an 
abiiolute divorce. Tho jud gment of the 
court, oa the request of both parties, 
•warded to the mother the custody of 
the child and her bringing up and edu- 
cation. 


lieturning to America, Mrs. His con 


tinned to support her daughter until 
Albert His came to New York, and on 
Msy 4, 1891, abducted the child and 
took her to Switzerland, where he has 
«vcr since detained her and has been 
auntalned in this action by the Swiss 
courts. 


Mr. DeWitt Warner has taken a 


•trong interest in tho case. The cor- 
respondence, begun by Mr. Itlaiue and 
continued by Secretaries Foster and 
Or jshnm, has been quite vigorous on 
the part of the United States. The 
foi tnal statement of the position of the 
United States (as far as this corre- 
spondence shows) was made by Secre- 
tary Gresham, October 31 last, as fol- 
lows: 


"The United States government 


•li.imsthe child on the ground that 
aba was a native-born citizen residing 
In the territory of the United States, 
And subject to its exclusive jurisdic- 
tion and entitled to its protection; was

Switzerland, it Is impossible to deny 
'that the acts with which Mr. His is re- 
proached were taken in the exercise 
of the paternal power of which he has 
nerer been declared deprived." 


'This language seems to imply that, 


. in the opinion of the Swiss govern- 


mt nt, in abducting the child from the 
United States, the father simply cxer- 
cited his paternal right, and that this 
government cannot complain of the 
met. Does that government take the 
position that one of its subjects raav 
enter the territory of the United States 
In defiance of their sovereignty and 
authority and by stealth or force 
take from their jurisdiction a citizen 
or even an alien having a lawful domi- 
cile. If it does, this government must 
emphatically record its dissent from a 
proposition so subversive of tho funda- 


• ^mentals of sovereignty. The case can- 


not be permitted to remain as it now 
•binds; it might in the future be 
quoted as a precedent against this 
government, and, therefore, you will 
again bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of the Swiss government and de- 
miind such action on its part as will 
comport with the dignity and sov- 
ereignty of the United States."

That country's 
chief reliance, however, will be on the 
friendly offices of the United States.

OMING here to 
America, as a 
representative 
of our Cat Club's 
cat shows of 
London, to ob- 
tain exhibits 
from the United 
States, I am im- 
pressed in the 
beginning with 
certain 
differ- 


ences between English and Yankee 
pussies. 


In England we look for beauty of 


coat, ,size and regularity of feature, 
using certain standards of beauty for a 
cat's head, as for a human head. But 
you, in America, look for all this and 
more too. You ask for accomplish- 
ments, tricks, a good carriage of the 
head and paws; and, more than that, 
yon want a musical voice. Just fancyl 
Asking for a sweet meaw in a feline 
companion and requiring that she shall 
ask for her food and indicate her joy in 
certain tones of minor or major! 


In England the most accomplished 


eat I ever met—and I speak of her ac- 
quaintance with all pride—belonged to 
Lady Randolph Churchill. It was a 
Maltese Angora, without spot and with 
a particularly cunning1 face. Her nose 
•was a little shorter than the general 
breed of these cats and there was a 
very broad space between her eyes. 
This denoted common sense, her owner 
proudly said. The eat was bought for 
the late Lord Randolph Churchill dur- 
ing that last year or two when the 
strong mind failed and every effort was 
made to amuse him. He was afraid of 
dogs, taking a sudden terror at the 
sight of them, and Miss Angora lust 
pleased him 
She was sent from India 


by an officer in that country who had 
taken her parents there years before. 
Now, 
lineage in a cat as well as in real 


folks, depends largely upon the number 
of years through which ancestry can be 
traced. If there are portraits of grand- 
parents and great-grandparents, so 
much the hetter, while, if the ancestry 
has been recorded still further back, 
she becomes a really royal cat, com- 
manding a high price and not easily 
purchasable. 


The Randolph Churchill cat, whose 


name, as nearly as I can recall it, was 
an abbreviation of Blenheim in some 
peculiarly twisted form, had a long 
lineage. Her mother had been a watch 
cat, able to keep guard over a tent, 
meawing if a strange step came, and, 
of course, her children were very 
bright. "Go play the piano," with this 
Churchill cat, brought an immediate 
walk back and forth upon the keys of 
the baby grand in the boudoir. "Now 
sit for your picture." meant to assume

was Indeed • bematy of catdom. Wet- 
ting one of her paws well upon her 
little red tongue she would lift it gen- 
tly and rub Napoleon's face with it. All 
over the face she would go with that 
circular motion cats always use in wash- 
ing. 
Prom the frowning brow to the 


stern chin not a spot escaped. Poor 
Napoleon! I fear that there remained 
a little flavor from the finish of the 
statue, as it was in colors, or mayhap 
puss, being very neat, always scoured 
her surroundings. 


We have been trying in our English 


cat shows to find ways of teaching cats 
to follow like dogs. It is true that they 
will do so when very devoted. I hear 
that Mrs. Elise Clews had a cat that 
would trail after her like a dog, so 
close as almost to be stepped upon. 
But, 
as a rule, cats will not follow. 


They cannot be taught it like dogs. 


I notice that American society ladies 


buy Angoras and that then-price is very 
great. Thinking to get points upon 
this subject for home comparison I 
dropped into an animal store to price 
cats. The cheapest was thirty dollars. 
"But, madam, we will pay back five 
dollars each for the kittens," the shop 
woman assured me. It is a wonder to 
me that more persons do not go into 
the business of raising choice cats. 


About the tones of a cat's voice there 


is much to say. If cats are well fed 
they meaw more sadly, yet not so 
sharply. By this I mean that a small, 
hungry kitten cracks her voice plead 
ing for something to eat and she can 
never get it back again. There is al- 
ways a sharp, disagreeable note to the 
meaw, the sharp, rasping note that 
brings many a kick for the street cat 
But if a kitten is well fed she will not 
have this note at all. In fact her first 
meaw will be one of terror when she 
climbs too high, or one of joy at seeing 
her plate of milk. When her milk dish 
is in sight she will give a long, plaintive 
wail that has been copied again and 
again by the young women who plaj 
the violin. 


I noticed in this country a fondness 


for the poll parrot and, that on account 
of the pet bird, many families can 
keep no cat. This is more than a pity 
In England we have parrots in great 
profusion, bringing them from Aus, 
tralia and the tropical islands wheic 
everyone goes pleasuring with birds o+ 
brilliant plumage, canaries, linnets 
love birds, etc. And we also keep pel 
cats 
The truth is that instead oi 


separating the two races of animals we 
have taught them to live together in 
unity and happiness. You do not ban 
ish your dog because there are orchids 
growing in your house that wild dogs 
eat; no more then should your pet 
birds suffer from your cat. In the see 
ond generation of domestic cats, a bird 
is never molested; and I was amused 
to note that in the home of Mrs. Neil- 
son, a sister of Frederick Gebhard, and 
a woman the fame of whose pets has 
traveled around the world, there is a 
broad shelf, upon one corner of which 
there rests a silken cushion for a pet 
cat. In the middle of the shelf is a 
squirrel cage, upon the other end a 
sunny spot for a white bull pup, while 
overhead hang several singing canaries

a demure position with paws in line, 
tail neatly curled around the said 
pawa, and head nicely bent to one side 
as if trying to "look pleasant."

The first strike in Decatur for the 


year 1895 began to-day at one o'clock 
when all but one of the ten teamsters 
connected with the excavation work for 
the James Millikin bank building quit 
work, and left the job. The men say it 
was their understanding that they were 
to receive.83 a day for teams, but the 
contractor, W. H. Bramble,to!d them that 
he would not pay more than $2.50. The 
shovelers are getting 81.50. Mr. Bramble 
says he has a strike clause in his con- 
tract, imd as he has until May 10th to 
finish his job, he says he is not worrying 
about the present trouble, claiming 
that he can get plenty of teams to take 
the dirt out in time. 


The strikers contend that three days 


ago Mr. Bramble gave thorn to under- 
stand that he would pay S3 for teams. 
This statement Mr. Bramble denies. 
Just now one team is on the job, and a 
number of men are in the basement 
shoveling dirt. 


Henry Smock had the contract on the 


cellar until Mondaj. 
He was paying 


the men by the load equal to 82.50 a day. 
He quit the job and Mr. Bramble was 
secured to finish the work. Now there 
is a hitch in the improvement, but it is 
not believed that the work will be seri- 
ously retarded..
